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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Bromyard  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1951,  which  has 
been  compiled  in  according  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  42/51. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  incidence  of  notifiable  disease  remained  low. 
Two  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  young  children  in  hop-pickers’  quarters.  In 
one  child  previous  immunisation  had  expired,  the  other  never  having  been  pro- 
tected. Prompt  notification  and  removal  to  hospital  coupled  with  immediate 
prophylactic  injections  of  the  remaining  children  in  the  camp  confined  the  outbreak. 

Hop-picking  quarters  generally  v/ere  of  a good  standard  except  for  a few 
Isolated  instances  where  old  and  dilapidated  farm  buildings  had  been  pressed  into 
use  as  sleeping  quarters. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  interest  and 
support  and  the  Clerk,  Mr.  Senior,  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Harrison  and 
their  staffs  for  their  help  and  co-operation  at  all  times.

The  above  figures  are  amendments  to  the  Housing  Survey  carried  out  in  1949. 
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There  are  no  publicly  owned  piped  water  supplies  in  the  district,  supplies  are 
by  private  wells  or  springs  with  the  exception  of  a few  communal  wells  which  the 
Council  maintain. 

No  complaints  of  water  shortage  were  reported  during  the  year  against  which 
the  Council  needed  to  take  immediate  action.  It  is  known  that  shortages  exist  in 
most  areas  and  that  water  has  to  be  carried  long  distances.  The  Council  have  sur- 
veyed the  whole  district  for  water  supplies  to  form  a Comprehensive  Water 
Scheme.  They  are  now  formulating  a scheme  to  supply  the  whole  district  from 
springs  and  borewells.  The  Martley  Rural  District  have  offered  to  supply  this 
district  with  water  as  they  expect  a surplus  to  their  needs  from  their  scheme.  The 
Bromyard  Rural  Council  decided  that  the  parishes  adjoining  Martley  could  be  best 
supplied  from  this  source,  but  when  the  Martley  Rural  Council  know  their  total 
surplus  from  their  own  scheme  the  extent  of  the  use  of  the  supply  from  Martley 
can  be  fully  considered. 

The  Ministry  of  Health’s  representative  visited  Bromyard  Rural  Council  for  an 
inquiry  into  the  proposed  Whitbourne  water  scheme,  their  report  is  awaited.  This 
scheme  is  a gravitational  supply  for  this  parish  only. 

Damage  to  public  property  still  persists.  Repairs  have  had  to  be  made  to  the 
stand  pipe  at  Norton  Public  Spring  after  damage  by  persons  unknown.  Other 
repairs  to  Public  Water  Supplies,  include  repairs  to  a small  storage  reservoir  at 
Norton  and  the  pump  at  Bringsty. 

Four  hundred  and  twenty-six  visits  have  been  made  concerning  water  supplies. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

New  drainage  systems  and  treatment  tanks  have  been  approved  at  forty 
premises  including  the  twelve  new  Council  Houses  at  Whitbourne  and  Much 
Cowarne.  Water  closets  have  been  provided  in  all  cases  where  new  drainage 
systems  have  been  installed.

The  Council’s  responsibility  to  maintain  and  empty  the  sewage  treatment  tanks 
is  becoming  an  increasing  responsibility.  It  has  been  found  necessary  to  give  at 
least  monthly  attention  to  all  systems,  the  Cradley  Estate  system  needing  weekly 
attention.  The  treatment  tanks  at  six  housing  sites  have  had  to  be  emptied,  this 
being  done  by  a firm  of  contractors  with  a mechanical  gulley  emptier.  They  make 
their  own  arrangements  with  local  farmers  for  the  disposal  of  the  sludge,  this  has 
proved  satisfactory. 

The  complaint  of  roadside  floods  from  drains  near  the  Rectory,  ^toke  Lacy, 
was  fully  investigated  and  colour  testing  ultimately  proved  the  drain  to  be  an  old 
stone  culverted  water  course  which  carried  the  bulk  of  the  water  from  Church 
Farm  pool  in  an  I8in.  stone  culvert.  The  lower  part,  originally  an  open  ditch,  had 
been  piped  in  4in.  pipes  which  caused  the  flooding.  Suitable  action  was  taken.

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FLOODING,  RIVER,  AND  STREAM  POLLUTION 


No  complaints  of  flooding  from  river,  stream  or  water  course  have  been  re- 
ceived. The  district  is  usually  free  from  flooding. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

This  year  saw  the  commencement  of  a system  of  Refuse  Collection  in  the 
district.  The  Council  agreed  to  experiment  by  commencing  with  a monthly  collec- 
tion of  undestructable  househouse  refuse  and  waste. 

The  service  was  commenced  on  May  7th,  and  has  been  working  reasonably 
satisfactory  since.  Owing  to  the  scattered  nature  of  the  district  the  Contractor  finds 
it  difficult  not  to  miss  some  premises. 

Four  refuse  tips  are  in  use  at  present  at  Court  Farm,  Bredenbury;  Wood  Farm, 
Edwyn  Ralph;  Flill  Oak  Farm,  Stanford  Bishop,  and  Woodend  Farm,  Cradley. 
The  first  three  are  small  sites  but  the  Cradley  site  is  a large  quarry  and  will  serve 
the  Council  for  a long  time. 

It  has  been  impossible  to  find  a site  for  the  disposal  of  refuse  in  the  Burley 
Gate  area  which  makes  for  a long  haul  to  the  nearest  disposal  point. 

The  tips  were  treated  with  D.D.T.  in  the  summer  to  combat  fly  nuisance.  The 
sealing  of  the  refuse  is  difficult  as  there  is  practically  no  ash  in  the  refuse.  Soil  on 
the  site  has  to  be  used. 


PEST  ACT,  1949  AND  RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Council’s  Pest  Officer  and  maintenance  man  has  only  been  able  to  attend 
to  actual  complaints  of  vermin  infestation  as  he  has  been  very  fully  occupied  with 
the  maintenance  work  on  the  Council  housing  estates.  The  Council  have  decided 
that  the  amount  of  work  in  the  district  warrants  the  employment  of  two  men,  one 
of  whom  will  be  required  to  carry  out  the  Survey  required  under  the  Pest  Act. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture’s  Regional  representatives  have  been  very  helpful 
with  advice  to  the  Council  and  training  of  the  Pest  Officer.

One  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  at  a farm  where  milk  was  produced  and 
retailed.  The  milk  was  diverted  to  a Pasteurizing  Depot  and  the  retailer  supplied 
with  bottled  pasteurized  milk  until  the  infection  was  cleared.

There  were  two  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  at  Hop-pickers’  Quarters  which 
were  disinfected  after  the  patients  had  been  removed  to  hospital. 

The  preventative  disinfection  of  the  barracks,  cookhouses  and  latrines,  etc.,  to 
most  hop  farms  were  carried  out  again  this  year  to  endeavour  to  combat  fly  nuis- 
ance. Preventative  disinfection  was  also  carried  out  at  a Boys  School  annual 
holiday  camp. 


MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS,  CARAVANS.  ETC. 

Several  applications  have  been  received  for  the  approval  to  site  and  use  cara- 
vans in  the  district  but  the  Council  have  refused  to  grant  any  new  licences.  Two 
existing  licences  have  been  renewed  and  the  Council  have  licenced  the  use  of  three 
sectional  huts  at  Green  Farm,  Bredenbury  for  holiday  accommodation. 

An  application  to  develop  about  three  acres  of  land  at  Greenhills,  Cradley  for 
a caravan  site  was  refused  by  the  Council. 


HOP-PICKERS’  LODGING  ACCOMMODATION 

The  conditions  in  the  hop-pickers’  barracks  were  reasonably  good  this  season 
owing  to  better  weather  conditions.  Complaints  were  also  less  as  there  were  fewer 
pickers  in  the  district  owing  to  the  increased  number  of  farmers  using  machines; 
there  are  now  13  farms  served  by  machines,  an  increase  of  eight  since  last  year. 
Approximate  number  of  imported  pickers  5,200. 

Most  of  the  complaints  were  concerning  the  insufficient  number  of  refuse  bins 
and  the  neglected  condition  of  the  closet  accommodation.  Several  farms  were 
found  to  be  using  accommodation  which  had  insufficient  natural  light  and  ventila- 
tion to  the  sleeping  units.  The  owners  have  been  requested  to  alter  their  accommo- 
dation before  next  season.  At  two  farms  owners  were  asked  to  close  certain  por- 
tions of  the  accommodation,  which  consisted  of  old  farm  buildings,  as  they  were 
unsafe  and  in  a poor  state  of  repair. 

There  were  two  cases  of  diphtheria  notified,  both  cases  being  removed  to 
hospital  and  the  barracks  subsequently  disinfected. 

The  Ministry  of  Health’s  representative  made  two  visits  to  the  district,  one 
visit  being  before  occupation  and  the  other  during  occupation  of  the  barracks.  The 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  Cookson,  also  visited  the  district  and  ap- 
peared satisfied  with  the  arrangements  made.  Dr.  Could,  the  Area  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  made  several  visits  with  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  support  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  reported  complaints  helped  to  impress  the  farmer  with  the 
necessity  of  complying  fully  with  the  regulations. 

As  my  assistant  was  only  available  for  two  weeks  this  year  he  only  visited  the 
larger  farms.  The  latrine  accommodation,  etc.,  of  these  farms  were  sprayed  with 
D.D.T.  to  combat  fly  nuisance.

SECTION  D.  HOUSING 

The  Council  now  own  91  houses  as  follows:  — 

Heathfields,  2;  Wolferlow,  2;  Avenbury,  2;  Cricks  Green,  4;  Much  Cowarne, 
10;  Evesbatch,  4;  Ullingswick,  9;  Pencombe,  6;  Linton,  8;  Stoke  Lacy,  10; 
Cradley,  26;  Whitbourne,  8. 

These  include  14  new  houses  built  by  the  Council  at  Much  Cowarne,  6;  Whit- 
bourne, 8;  and  five  new  housing  units  provided  by  the  conversion  of  Ullingswick 
Hostel  into  two  3-bedroom  and  three  2-bedroom  units. 

Work  is  in  progress  on  six  houses  at  Upper  Sapey,  six  at  Tedstone  Delamere 
and  six  at  Stanford  Bishop. 
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Several  further  sites  have  been  agreed  and  are  awaiting  the  Ministry  of  Hous- 
ing’s final  approval  before  building  can  commence. 

Council  Housing  Water  Supplies  have  resulted  in  the  sinking  of  six  borewells 
with  minimum  yields  as  follows : — 


1 . Ode  Pychard  — 250  gallons  per  hour,  tested  7 days. 

2.  Cradley  — 540  gallons  per  hour,  tested  14  days. 

3.  Stanford  Bishop  — 280  gallons  per  hour,  tested  7 days. 

4.  Much  Cowarne  — 420  gallons  per  hour,  tested  7 days. 

5.  Tedstone  Delamere  — 280  gallons  per  hour,  tested  7 days.  ^ 

6.  Grendon  Firs,  Bredenbury  — Here  the  test  is  awaited  but  the  well  sinker 

has  estimated  the  yield  as  at  least  1 ,000  gallons  per  hour. 

One  gravity  supply  from  a spring  for  the  Upper  Sapey  Housing  Site  is  now 
being  installed,  the  flow  at  the  spring  is  150  gallons  per  hour. 

As  reported  last  year  the  Cradley  Housing  Site  borewell  yield  had  dropped  to 
a flow  which  was  insufficient  for  26  houses  on  the  site.  The  Council  boosted  the 
supply  with  water  delivered  by  the  Fire  Brigade  who  filled  up  the  Council’s  8,000 
gallon  reservoir  when  required.  In  the  mantime  the  Council  decided  to  sink  a 
further  bore  on  the  advice  of  Mr.  George,  wellsinker,  and  this  Wcis  completed  on 
February  3rd,  when  a fourteen  day  test  was  put  in  hand  which  yielded  540  gallons 
per  hour  average.  The  new  borewell  was  then  connected  to  the  Council’s  existing 
reservoir  and  the  supply  is  now  working  satisfactorily. 

The  Council  installed  a Meter  at  the  Cradley  Housing  Site  to  record  the  amount 
of  water  used  by  their  26  houses.  The  result  was  as  follows : —

BYELAWS  UNDER  SECTION  15  OF  THE  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT.  1938 

The  Food  Model  Byelaws  for  the  Rural  District  came  into  operation  on  the 
15th  August,  1950.  Inspection  of  food  premises  in  the  District  has  been  commenced 
under  these  byelaws.  Many  contraventions  have  been  noted  but  in  most  cases  due 
mainly  to  ignorance  of  the  hygiene  of  food  handling.  Much  health  education  re- 
mains to  be  done  in  this  field.

These  figures  compared  with  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year 
child  population  indicate  that  49.2%  of  the  child  population  under  five  years  of  age 
has  been  immunised  against  diptheria  as  compared  with  44.3%  at  the  end  of  1950. 
89.3%  of  the  child  population  of  5-14  years  has  been  immunised  against  diphtheria 
as  compared  with  82.9%  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year.  To  sum  up,  75.1%  of  the 
children  under  15  years  of  age  has  been  Immunised  compared  with  68.9%  for  the 
year  ending  31st  December,  1950. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

At  the  end  of  1951  the  Tuberculosis  Register  contained  the  names  of  twenty- 
five  males  and  twenty  females  who  normally  reside  within  the  district. 

During  the  year  fourteen  new  cases  were  notified,  ten  on  account  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  and  four  because  of  the  presence  of  the  diesase  in  parts  of  the  body 
other  than  the  lungs. 

During  the  same  period  one  death  of  a person  suffering  from  Tuberculosis 
occurred  and  three  left  the  district.
